WATER FiLTERATION 


. 
The gost of filtering water in large 
quafititieh is surprisingly low. 

Large filters have been operated 
in many cities in the eastern part of 
the United States for years and the 
government recently made inquiries 
as to the cost of operation in a num- 
ber of them. 

They report that the entire process 
usually costs from $3.00 to $5.00 per 
million gallons, or from a third to a 
half cent per 1000 gallons. 

To sterilize the watery after filtra- 
tion has been found to cost“from 15 
cents to 30 cents per million gallons 
or the additional cost per 1000 gal- 
lons is only about one cent for treat- 


ling 30,000,000 to 60,000,000 gallons. 


So the item for filtering is so small 


P| that it makes little difference in the 


price of the water to consumers. For 
& whole month’s supply for the aver- 
age family it might be as much as five 
cents. 

With the new system which it is 
proposed to put in, the Water Direc- 
tors will be able to reduce the price 
of water in Rilhmond at least a third, 
and at the same time furnish a much 
softer water which is perfectly free 
from any injurious matter. The 
pressure will be able to furnish the 
best fire protection and the distribut- 
ing system will cover all of the Dis- 
trict which needs water service, and 
can be extended as needed.
